English Balloonist ‘Says They Will 
Cost $500 Each In Ten Years. 


“In less than ten years aeroplanes 
will cost no more than $500,” is the 
rediction made by Frank Hedges 
utler, the well-known English. bal- 
loonist, who recently returned to Lon- 
don from Le Mans, France, where he 
made. an ascent in Wilbur Wright’s 
aeroplane; Mr. Butler thus continues 
his glimpse into the future;

The imperative necessitv, therefore, 
of husbanding this country’s timbor 
wealth is at once apparent, and it is 
A necessity that cannot be met by in- 
dividual effort. ~ To meet the case, 
there must be ypetion bv the govern- 
ments,. both federal and provincial, 
in the direction of the oonservation 
of the timber, wealth in their posses- 
sion; fortunatelv, by far the greater 
vroportion’ of it is still in their 
hands. This must mean more ade 
quate protection of existing forests 
from fire and the introduction of a 
svstem of scientific forestry which 
will bring abort such treatment of 
the forests as will ensne their pro- 
daneing the greatest possible cron of 
timber, to sav nothing of the refore-. 
station of denuded areas and the 
vlanting wo of waste areas not flow 
bearing forests.

How Fires Start. 

What starts the forest ‘fires? Thi» 
question has been asked over and 
over again this year. Campers and 
locomotives, is the wsual answer. 
Many of the other things which start 
blazes in the forests are forgotten. 
It is true that perhaps one-half to 
three-fourths of the forest fires do 
begin as a consequence of the care- 
lessness of some camper or from 
sparks flying from locomotives, but 
there tea number of things- which 


set the woods afire. 


For more than one-third of the 
fires the cause is not known. This 
is not strange when it is remembered 
that a fire may smoulder for days. if 
the air is too thick to permit the 
smoke to be seen at a distance by the 
forest officer. 

If campers would be sure to ex- 
tinguish their fires before moving, 
and if the railroad companies would 
use efficient spark arresters, it is 
reasonable to think that the annual 
forest fire loss could be reduced more 
than one-half. In the case of light- 
ning, man has no greater responsibil- 
ity thansto put the fire out as soon 


as possible after discovery. Careless |. 


brush ‘burning by homesteaders and 
persons clearing land is said to be 
the cause of many of the fires which 
have started this year, particularly 
those which have swept over the Lake 
cousitry.

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CABLES DAMAGED BY TRAWLERS 


Crews of Steam Fishing Boate Often 
Cables to Free Nets, 


In the |ast few years a great ch 
as takeh place in the rashode tl 
fishing with  trawls. or drag neta. 
Small nets drawn by fishing boats 
have given place to t machines 
towed by steamers. Steam trawlers 
en in spans. They have 
multiplied rapidly, and now France 
‘a fleet which, after having 
nm tried in French waters with re- 
markable success from the fishermen’s 
point of view, though not from that 
of persons interested in the presérva- 
tion of marine fauna, has extended 
its field of rations to Iéeland and 
Newfoundland, where it. is rapidly de- 
stroying the time-honored industry of 
fishing with hooks. and lines. 

This is not the only damage done 
by the steam trawlers.’ Their heavy 
neta become entangled with _ tele- 
graphic cables, and either bre em 
or drag them to ‘the surface, ere 
the fishermen often cut the cables in 
order to free their nets. The hooks 
of the old Newfoundland fishing boats 
never inflicted any such damage, for 
they were not dragged along the bot- 
~~ and if a hook happened to foul 
a éable, the line simply parted and 
the hook was lost, while the cable re- 
mained uninjured. 

As the steum trawlers mark wide 
furrows on the sea bottom in every di- 
rection they cannot fail to encounter 
he cables and ‘break them, to the 

at injury of the cable companies 
and their service. It has cost the 
Commercial Cable Co. $100,000 to re- 
pair the damage caused by trawlers 
in three months. Tn May last there 
was an almost deily interruption of 
service on some one ot the 18 cables 
which conns:t America with Europe, 
and these interruptions occurred 40 
milés from shore in the waters fre- 
quvented by the trawlers. 

The ceble comnanies demand laws 
prohibiting trawling in the vicinity of 
their cables,.and the fishermen com- 
plain that the cables interfere with 
their work and damage their neta.

British Columbia Hunter's Exciting 
Adventure In the Rockies,

lowing account of a hunter’s encoun- 
ter with a wounded bear near Fernie 
is worth reproduction, writes a corre 
spondent in Victoria, Bears have 
been so plentiful in the vicinity of 
Fernie, and have ventured so near 
the settlements, that jet local 
sportsmen have made successful trips 
into the adjacent mountains in search 
of big game. 

One of these »xcursions on Oct. 12 
narrowly escaped ending in t y, 
and, as it is, the hunter is still, in 
the hospital suffering from sévere 
wounds inflicted by the infuriated 
animal he had wounded. The wound- 
ed man, named Price, ed a 
few miles north of here, in the Woods-

The railway meeting héld at 
Rimbcy on last Saturday brought 
to light important results from the 
work of the committees, and also 
put the project 60a definite foot- 
ing that seems*to assure not only 
the ultimate satisfying of the de- 
mand for transportation facilities 
tor this section, but an early reali- 
zation of the settlers’ hopes ulong 
this line. All indications seem to 
point to the almost immediate be- 
ginning of active construction 
work. ns 

Mr. A. Price, of the C. P. R., 
was present and addressed the 
meeting. He assured the settlers 
that they could count on the active 
sympathy of the C. P. R. with 
this project, and was strongly fa- 
vorable to an-electric line built to 
standard gauge. so that regular 
railway cars could by transferred 
to it and hauled direct to destina- 
tion for loading and unloading. 

Professor Edwards, of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, was present, 
aod from casual observation on his 
way to the meeting expressed the 
opinion that ample power can be 
obtained from the Gull Lake Out- 
let to.run an electric line such as 
is under consideration.- In fact he 
believed that more than double 
the required power could easily be 
developed with proper dams to 
conserve and regulate the waters 
of the lake. | 

The investigations of the com- 
mittee confirm the belief that there 
are no serious obstacles to prevent 
the use of this water power. 

At the close of the general 
meeting the working committee 
held a business meeting, at which 
it was decided to send the chair- 
man, Major McPherson, to Ed- 
monton at once to look after pre- 
paring and introducing into the 
Provincia] Legislature an applica- 
tion for a charter for a company 
to build this electric road. 

It would seem that therg is now

Lake summer resort.
